“General Lake reports that the Tigris 
corps, under the command of Lieuten- 
ant General Sir George F. Gorringe, 
who succeeded General Aylmer, attack- 
ed the enemy’s entrenched position at 
Untm-El-Henna on April ö. Our treneh- 
es had been pushed forward by means 
of saps to within 100 yards of the 
enemy’s position, and the leading bat - 
talions of the 13th division then rush- 
ed the ene 's first and second lines 
in quick succession. 

The third line was captured by 6 
a. m., under the support of concentrated 
artillery and machine gun fire, The 
18th division continued their victorious 
advance and by 7 a. m. had driven the 
enemy out of his fourth and fifth lines. 

“Aeroplane reconnaissances then re- 
ported that the enemy was -strongly 
reinforcing his entrenchments at Fela- 


ly 6,000 and 12,000 ae # from the front 
trenches at Umm-El-Henna. As those 
positions could only be approached over 
very open ground, General Gorringe or- 
dered a further attack deferred until 
evening. 

“In the meantime, on the right bank, 
the third division under General Keary, 
captured the enemy’s trenches opposite 
the Felahie position. During the aft- 
ernoon the enemy. on this bank made 
a strong counter attack with infantry 
and cavalry supported by guns. This 
counter attack was successfully re- 
Pulsed and the position won was con- 
solidated.

1-Henna position was strongly en- 
renched, its left bank resting on the 
Suwaichi marsh and its right on the 
river. The front trenches are stated 
to be nine feet deep and the whole 
system extended in successive lines for 
a depth of 2,500 yards.”

NEARER MY GOD TO THEE 


Song Is Favorite in England, 
Canada and United States. 


Sarah Flower, born at Great Har- 
low, England, in 1805, married William 
Bridges Adams, 4 civil engineer, in 
1834, and for his sake gave up the dra- 
matic ambitions and career to which 
she had looked forward. 

: “Nearer, My God., to Thee,” was 
written in 1840, and first published by 
the Rev. William J. Fox, at London, 
in a hymnal for his Unitarian church. 
It was published in the United States 
by James Freeman Clark, of Boston, in 
his Service Book in 1844; K was again 
published in 1855 in the Plymouth Col- 
lection, compiled for the church ser- 
Vices of Henry Ward Beecher’s Brook- 
lyn congregation. 

Later the air to which it is now 
sung was adapted to it by Lowell Ma- 
son, from one of Sir John Andrew 
Stevenson's “Irish Melodies.” It will 
be remembered that President McKin- 
ley, just before his last farewell, said, 
“It is God's way. His will be done, not 
ours,” and whispered, “Nearer, My 
God, to Thee,” and on the Sunday fol- 
lowing, in many churches (as on Thurs-

hymn was sung by thousands, not only 
in Protestant churches, but by Catho- 
lic cathedrals, and notably at a memo- 
rial service ordered by King Edward 
VII., in Westminster Abbey

Brantley, former congressman from the 
‘Eleventh Georgia district, in a recent speech 


J before the Georgia society in Washington, | 
declared that the trouble in this state over 


the lynching evil arises out of the failure of 
enforcement rather than the absence of 
necessary law. 

Without reference to particular official 
or specific case, the effect of Congressman 
Brantley’s position is to put it squarely up 
to the Georgia executive, whoever he may 
happen to be, to bring an end to lynching by 
enforcing the laws already on the statute 
books. 

Declaring that the fault is in the admin- 
istration rather than in the law itself, Mr. 
Brantley said: 


You cannot pass a law that will make 
a sick man well. That is not the remedy. 
JI read in the very constitution of my 
state that the protection of life and 
— is the paramount duty of gov- 
ö I read the pledge that no per- 
son shall be deprived of life, liberty or 
property except by due process of law. 
You cannot have any stronger laws than 
you have already. It is not.your laws or 
your legislature, it is not your courts, 
ut the fault is in the administration of 
your laws. 


Commenting upon the foregoing and re- 


says. * 


This was pretty good, but the speaker 
went further. He declared that in his 
opinion, if any Georgian in whose hon- 
esty, courage and integrity the people 
had confidence, who would stand before 
them with the pledge that if called to 
the high office of governor, he would 
exhaust every source of power, of money, 
of the court, of sheriffs, of the military, 
to prevent lynching in our fair state, and 
further pledged himself that if, despite 
these eftorts, lynchings did occur, he 
would — every resource of the 
power of the laws and bring to punish- 
ment the men who thus disgrace our 
state, such a declaration would bring 
him the support almost unanimously of 
the people of the state. 


That is the whole story. Law. revision 
and law elaboration may be advisable in the 
direction of remedying court procedure in 
order to remove the slim foundation upon

it comes to the prevention of crime such as 
the unlawful execution of a prisoner by a 
mob, or punishment for that crime should 
it be committed, there is law enough upon 
Georgia’s statute books to protect the state

RESPECT THE HOSPITALS. 

Judging from complaints that come from 
Atlanta’s hospitals with regard to unneces- 
sary. and disturbing noises on the streets, 
apparently little effect has been produced 
by the action of the city in setting up sign 
posts marking the “quiet zones,” and ap- 
pealing to automobile and other traffic to 
respect the sick. 


on all streets extensively used within hear- 
ing. distance of every Atlanta hospital, 
public and private. 

A correspondent of The Constitution, 
complaining of the lack of attention that is 
given these warning signs, writes: 


Automobilists are the greatest of- 
fenders. They race by these institutions 
at night sounding claxons, horns and 
opening muffler cutouts, making a 
hideous noise, often waking patients 
from “sound sleep-and keeping nervous 
patients awake. Motorcycles, peddlers, 
newspaper boys, city trucks and empty 
wagons are frequent offenders. Though 
these unnecessary noises are prohibited 
by ordinance, in the “quiet zone,“ the 
authorities of the institutions hesitate 
about having cases made against of- 
fenders. The managements of. these 
hospitals hope, by calling attention to the 
matter, to produce the desired result. 


Certainly there is no automobile owner, 
chauffeur or even driver of a dray, who 
would wilfully and offensively pass these 
hospitals in unduly’ noisy ‘manner. The 
offense is one of carelessness and thought- 
lessness, rather than intention, That is why 
the “quiet zone” sign boards were set up. 

The Constitution is confident it is only

Before the first of April, Mr. Brown 
says, and after the city health qaepart- 
ment had- declared its intention to 
cease, after April 1, administering 
drugs to addicts whose former sources 
of supply were cut off through the en- 
forcement of the federal law known as 
the Harrison anti-narcotic drug act, 
the state board of health, through Dr. 
Harris, entered into an agreement with 
him to treat the addicts from five of 
the state’s twelve congressional dis- 
tricts. ‘By the terms of this agree- 

ment, he says, he was to have his 

‘ganitarium at Franklin Springs fitted 

up for the purpose and open by April 

1. which he did. The state board of 
health, he says, promised him a mini- 

mum of 40 patients, which enabled him 
| to agree to treat them for $12 a weék, 
| which figure was to include board and 
sleeping accommodatiéns for the pa- 
tients. ;

“T was surprised when Mr. Brown told 
me he had only seven patients, as I 
had been informed the state board was 
to send to his sanitarium the addicts 
from these five districts who wanted 
treatment. And I say that if the mem- 
bers of the state board promised Brown 
40 patients it is only right that they 
should see that he gets them, because 
the money is there for the purpose and 
there is no shortage of patients to be 
sure. 

J cannot understand, either, why the 
state board of health is so silent about 
what it is doing and about its plans 
and intentions with regard to the drug 
addicts and their cares. I say the board 
should give general and wide publicity 
to the fact that the Franklin Springs 
sanitarium is available for the treat- 
ment of patients suffering from the 
drug habit. The people in these five
